ISRAELI FOREIGN MINISTER SHARON'S VISIT TO BONN, THE UPCOMING 
FRENCH TRIAL OF EX-NAZI OFFICIAL KLAUS BARBIE, AND THE DISCUSSION OF 
THE APPROACH BY FRG BUSINESS LEADERS TO NEW INVESTMENTS IN LIGHT 
OF THE UPCOMING FEDERAL ELECTIONS DOMINATED MONDAY'S NEWS. 

CHANNEL TWO’S LATE NEWS INCLUDED AN EXTENSIVE INTERVIEW BY PETE 
VOSS WITH ISRAELI FOREIGN MINISTER SHAMIR (AVAILABLE ON VIDEO) . 

OTHER INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS INCLUDED VICE-PRESIDENT BUSH’S 
MEETING WITH THE POPE IN ROME (WITH FOOTAGE), THE RETURN OF THE 
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SOVIET COSMOS 1402 SATELLITE'S NUCLEAR REACTOR IN THE ATLANTIC, 

THE IRAN MILITARY OFFENSIVE AGAINST IRAQ, GHANAIANS EXPELLED FROM 
NIGERIA, ELECTION VICTOIRS OF THE CONGRESS PARTY IN NEW DELHI, 

THE SITUATION IN LEBANON, THE RELEASE OF CZECH AUTHOR HAVEL FROM 
PRISON, AND A POTRAIT OF THE BOLIVIAN CONSUL GENERAL IN HAMBURG 
IN LIGHT OF THE BARBIE AFFAIR. 

DOMESTIC DEVELOPMENTS INCLUDED THE LETTER FROM GDR PARTY CHIEF 
ERICH HONECKER TO FRG CHANCELLOR KOHL, THE FDP PARTY CONFERENCE 
FOR SMALL BUSINESSES, TARIF NEGOTIATIONS OF U.S. AND BRITISH 
LABOR-SERVICE PERSONNEL IN THE FRG, AND RIGHT-WING TRENDS IN 
THE BERLIN CDU PARTY. 

ALLIED LABOR SERVICE STRIKE? 

CHANNEL TWO'S MAIN NEWS INCLUDED A REPORT ON THE POSSIBLE 
STRIKE OF U.S. AND BRITISH LABOR SERVICE PERSONNEL IN THE FRG. 

DIETMAR BARS IG SAID: "...THIS IS A U.S. FORCES AMMUNITION 
DEPOT IN PALATINATE GUARDED BY ONLY TWO PEOPLE... ACCORDING TO THE 
UNION (OETV) THIS SHOWS THE LACK OF SECURITY OF ALLIED INSTALA- 
TIONS IN THE FRG... THE UNION DEMANDS AN INCREASE IN PERSONNEL. 

IN THE PAST TERRORISTS AND OTHER CRIMINALS HELPED THEMSELVES 
TO WEAPONS IN ALLIED AMMUN I NUT I ON AND WEAPONS DEPOTS. THE AMERICANS 
AGREE THAT THIS IS A SIGNIFICABT SECURITY RISK. AN ADVISOR TO U.S. 
DEFENSE MINISTER WEINBERGER SAID THAT THE INSUFFICIENT SECURITY 
AT SUCH INSTALATIONS WORIES HIM. . . THE WORKING CONDITIONS OF THE 
GERMAN SECURITY PERSONNEL ARE AS FOLLOWS: THEY WORK AN AVERAGE 
OF 234 HOURS A MONTH, RECEIVE APPROXIMATELY 1,900 MARKS, AND DO 
NOT RECEIVE ANY ADDITIONAL PAYMENTS FOR OVERTIME OR NIGHT WORK. 

HOUSING IS SUB-STANDARD WITHOUT COOKING FACILITIES... THE UNION 
CRITICIZED THE TRAINING OF THE GUARD... WHICH LASTS ONLY TEN DAYS. 

AND INCLUDES ONLY 5 HOURS TRAINING WITH THE M-16 GUN... THIS IS 
IRRESPONSIBLE. THE STATUS OF THE GERMAN GUARDS IS ALSO AT THE CENTER 
OF THE CONTROVERSY. THEY ARE CIVILIANS BUT THEY ARE MILITARY 
ORGANIZED... THEY WEAR UNIFORMS, ALTHOUGH THIS IS FORBIDDEN 
ACCORDING TO THE NATO AGREEMENT... TO ENSURE THAT THE DEPOTS ARE 
NOT UNPROTECTED IN CASE OF A STRIKE THE UNION OFFERED NEGO- 
TIATONS ON AN EMERGENCY- PROTECT IONS -SERVICE, BUT THE AMERICANS 
AND BRITISH REFUSED TO NEGOTIATE. THE UNION EXPECTS A STRIKE... THE 
PATIENCE OF THE GERMAN GUARDS IS AT AN END." 

CHANNEL ONE’S WALTER BRAEHLER SAID ON THE LATE NEWS: "GERMAN 
CIVILIANS IN U.S. UNIFORMS. 3000 OF THESE WATCHMEN SECURE U.S. AND 
BRITISH MILITARY INSTALAPONS IN THE FRG... SECURITY AT A VERY CHEAP 
PRICE AND UNDER VERY BAD CONDITIONS. THIS IS A SECURITY RISK BE- 
CAUSE ATTACKS ON U.S. INSTALLATIONS IN THE FRG, LIKE HERE IN RAMSTEIM, 
HAVE SIGNIFICANTLY INCREASED. . . LAST YEAR 60 FIRE BOMB AND EX- 
PLOSIVE ATTACKS AGAINST U.S. INSTALATIONS IN THE FRG WERE RECORDED, 

OVER 70 PER CENT MORE THAN IN 1981. THE WORK OF THE GUARD PER- 
SONNEL BECOMES THEREFORE MORE IMPORTANT AND MORE DANGEROUS... E- 
SPECIALLY BAD SECURITY IS OBSERVED IN U.S. WEAPONS AND AMMUNITION 
DEPOTS. APPORXIMATLY 100 SUCH DEPOTS EXIST IN THE FRG... THIS ONE 
IN KARLSRUHE COVERS ABOUT ONE SQUARE-KI LOMETER . . . IT IS SURROUNDED 
BY A SIMPLE FENCE AND UNITL TWO WEEKS AGO WAS GUARDED BY ONLY 
3 PERSONS... IN THE MEANTIME THE GUARD HAVE BEEN INCREASED TO 
SEVEN, STILL NOT ENOUGH TO DETER DETERMINED ATTACKERS ... WE 
STAYED AT THE FENCE FOR ABOUT ONE HOUR AND DID NOT SEE ANY GUARDS. 

THE GATES ARE LOCKED ONLY WITH PADLOCKS, ELECTRONIC SECURITY DE- 
VICES ARE NOT TO BE FOUND. AT NIGHT THE AREA IS NOT LID AND THIS DE- 
POT IS MOT AN EXCEPTION. .. FOR MORE THAN TWO YEARS THE UNION OETV 
HAS DEMANDED MORE PAY, BETTER TRAINING, ANDHHAS POINTED TO THE SECURITY 
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RISK OF THIS SITUATION.-. . BUT THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT OF GERMANY 
CONSIDERS ITSELF OFFICIALLY NOT RESPONSIBLE. THE FRG’S INTERIOR 
MINISTRY POINTED OUT THAT... THE SECURTIY OF NATO MILITARY IN- 
STALATIONS IN THE FRG IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE RESPECTIVE NATO 
MEMBER COUNTRY.
